Honorary  President 
Of  Congregation 
Israel  B.  Oseas  Is  Dead 

Israel  B.  Oseas,  an  honorary  president  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  died  Saturday  morning,  Oc¬ 
tober  11,  and  the  funeral  took  place  in  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  on  Tuesday,  October  14. 

He  and  his  wife,  Hilda,  joined  the  congrega¬ 
tion  in  1939  and  soon  thereafter  he  was  elected 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  serving  on  the  Board 
in  various  capacities  for  almost  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  He  chaired  many  of  the  important  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  synagogue  and  was  elected  Vice 
President,  President  and  then  Chairman  of  the 
Board. 

The  congregation  honored  him  on  Simhat 
Torah  as  Hatan  Torah  in  1950.  His  leadership  was 
strong  and  principled,  his  character  marked  by 
complete  integrity,  truthfulness  and  honesty  in 
word  and  deed.  He  was  a  committed  Jew  who 
studied  Judaism  throughout  his  life. 

He  was  also  a  national  leader  of  the  Conser¬ 
vative  movement,  serving  as  Vice  President  and 
member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  United 
Synagogue  of  America.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America. 

Mr.  Oseas  is  survived  by  his  wife  Hilda  and 
his  son  Jonathan,  his  grandchildren  and  one 
great-grandchild.

My  teacher,  the  eminent  Jewish  thinker.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Mordecai  M.  Kaplan,  is  known  and 
remembered  for  his  many  contributions  to 
modern  Jewish  philosophy.  One  of  the  most 
memorable  phrases  that  he  coined  is  “living  in 
two  civilizations”.  He  called  Judaism  a  civiliza¬ 
tion  rather  than  a  religion,  a  nationality  or  a 
culture.  He  also  was  a  great  lover  of  the  American 
civilization  with  its  emphasis  on  democracy  and 
freedom. 

We  have  just  finished  a  month  long  period  of 
living  in  the  Jewish  civilization.  Now  in  the 
month  of  November  we  are  equal  partners  in  the 
great  American  civilization.  The  two  important 
dates  in  November  are  Election  Day  and 
Thanksgiving  Day.  We  participate  in  both  of  these 
occasions  as  citizens  of  the  greatest  democracy 
in  the  world.  On  Election  Day  we  are  Americans 
who  enter  the  polling  booth  along  with  all  our 
neighbors  and  exercise  the  highest  privilege  of 
a  democracy— one  person,  one  vote.  Alas,  too 
many  of  us  take  it  so  much  for  granted  that  we 
fail  to  see  the  greatness  of  our  form  of  govern¬ 
ment.  Then  comes  Thanksgiving,  the  quintessen¬ 
tial  American  festival.  Fashioned  by  the  Pilgrims 
after  the  festival  of  Sukkot,  this  is  the  one  truly 
American  holiday  in  which  we  participate  as  full 
and  equal  partners. 

How  easily  we  pass  from  one  civilization  to 
another.  The  two  are  intertwined  by  common 
ideals  and  aspirations  and  we  are  fortunate  in¬ 
deed  to  be  the  heirs  of  two  such  great  traditions. 
May  we  always  be  wise  enough  to  live  them  both 
to  the  fullest.

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An  Interview  With  Cantor  Lefkowitz 


Editor’s  Note:  It  was  one  of  those  rare  fall  days 
that  only  happen  in  the  month  of  October  when 
the  sun  is  hot,  the  sky’  is  deep  blue  and  the  breeze 
is  of  the  coolness  that  suggests  the  approach  of 
colder  weather.  The  Cantor  and  I  sat  together, 
aromatic  herbal  tea  cooling  in  our  cups,  he 
speaking  on  a  wide  range  of  topics;  I  listening. 


At  the  Contemporary  Liturgical  Service  on 
Friday  evening,  November  14,  the  Cantor  will 
officially  celebrate  his  tenth  anniversary  of 
assuming  the  position  of  Cantor  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue. 

He  plans  to  use  this  opportunity  to  include 
liturgical  music  in  the  service  by  contemporary 
composers  who  have  meant  much  to  him  in  his 
career.  Accompanied  by  the  Synagogue  Concert 
Choir  under  the  direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan 
and  with  Neil  Robinson  playing  the  new  digital 
organ,  the  congregation  is  in  for  a  rare  treat. 

A  milestone  anniversary  can  cause  the  person 
celebrating  it  to  pause,  reflect,  review  and  plan 
for  the  future.  Such  was  the  tone  and  substance 
of  our  discussion. 

Liturgical  music  is  meant  to  capture  the  spirit 
of  the  words  of  the  liturgy,  emotionally  to  move 
the  worshipper  to  a  deeper  understanding  of  why 
he  is  praying.  Together,  words  and  music  make 
prayer  more  meaningful . 

Some  melodies  evoke  great  nostalgia  in  a  con¬ 
gregation  which  associates  them  with  the  con¬ 
gregational  singing  of  their  childhood.  Some 
melodies,  coupled  with  the  liturgy,  evoke  great 
passion.  Witness  the  Avenu  Malkenu  of  this  past 
Yom  Kippur.  Whatever  happens  in  this  meld  of 
music  and  liturgy  is  important  because  it  makes 
the  process  more  meaningful  for  the  worshipper. 

Music  has  always  been  part  of  liturgy  from  an¬ 
cient  times.  Every  generation  has  added  its  im¬ 
print  on  ..this  process  until  today,  when  we 
moderns  in  our  search  for  our  roots  have  much 
to  unearth  and  restore  to  the  prayer  service.  Con¬ 
temporary  composers  have  always  written  music 
for  the  liturgy,  some  with  more  success  than 


others.  What  we  hear  today,  what  we  sing  today 
has  a  direct  line  back  to  the  services  of  genera¬ 
tions  long  past. 

The  Cantor  takes  pride  in  the  research  he  con¬ 
tinues  to  do.  The  great  work  of  Nowakowsky, 
lent  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  through  David 
Lefkowitz,  by  the  descendants  of  this  great  19th 
century  cantor  and  composer;  the  music  left  to 
Cantor  Lefkowitz  by  Cantor  Robert  Siegel  with 
the  knowledge  that  Cantor  Lefkowitz  would  use 
it;  —  all  this  contributes  to  the  authenticity  of  the 
music  he  presents  to  the  congregation.  The  pro¬ 
cess  of  looking  back  in  history  and  making  the 
editorial  decisions  musically  of  what  is  of  value 
and  meaningful  to  this  congregation  today  is  a 
constant  challenge  to  him. 

What  of  the  future?  The  Cantor  hopes  to 
publish  the  services  he  has  presented  through  the 
years.  He  hopes  to  record  a  major  work  by 
Nowakowsky,  a  towering  Oratorio,  written  for 
soloist,  chorus,  organ,  cello  and  violin.  He  hopes 
to  review  past  music  services  and  select  from 
them  and  make  a  recording  of  a  complete  ser¬ 
vice  from  this  material. 

And  what  is  his  formula  for  success?  To  main¬ 
tain  that  delicate  balance  between  reaching  the 
congregation  through  authentic  musical  ex¬ 
periences  and  at  the  same  time  teaching  them 
about  the  past,  present  and  future  of  music  in  the 
synagogue  through  services  such  as  the  Contem¬ 
porary  Liturgical  Music  Service  and  the  Classical 
Liturgical  Music  Service;the  one  taking  place  in 
the  Fall  and  the  other  taking  place  in  the  Spring 
in  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.

Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler  will  serve  as 
moderator  of  a  panel  discussion  on  “Messianism: 
Visions  of  the  World  To  Come”  on  Tuesday. 
November  25  at  8:15  p.m.  at  the  92nd  St.  Y,  Lex¬ 
ington  Avenue  at  92nd  St. 

In  an  ecumenical  dialogue,  theologians  of  three 
faiths  will  discuss  the  extent  to  which  messianism 
—  the  belief  in  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the 
world  —  is  a  critical  part  of  each  religion  and  how 
these  beliefs  help  shape  the  social,  political  and 
theological  views  of  their  religious  communities.
